SYRACUSE, September 22.—The Tammany 
delegates filed into the hall and were re- 
ceived with cheers and a few bisses. The 
convention was called to order and the Chair- 
man of the Committee on Contested Seats 
reported that the Committee recoguized the 
County Democracy as a regular delegation 
from New York City, but with a, view to the 
success of the party at the polls and for the 
purpose of securing entire harmony, they 
recommended that the New York represent- 
ation be divided as foliows: County 
Democracy, 38 members; Tammany» 
94: Irving Hall,10. The report was unani- 
mously adopted amid vociferous applause. A 
resolution from the State Committee was 
adopted, recommending that future primary 
elections be held by the election districts for 
the election of the delegates to the Conven- 
tion 10 the City of New York, under the aus- 
pices and direction of the State Committee, 
until such time as the various factions in that 
city may agree as to the proper mode of elect- 
ing delegaies. 

The Committee on Permanent Organiza- 
tion reported four permanent chairman, Les- 
ter B. Faulkner, who said on taking the 
chair: *“‘Neither of the last two Democratic 
Governors used their office for enriching 
themselves or for a questionable purpose of 
avy nature. Whatisthe record of the Re- 
publican administration inthis State? The 
Republicans have squandered millions: and 
have filled the public oflices with men whose 
aimis notto render cflicers puvlic service, 
hutto use power for perpetuating the Re- 
publican party.’’ 

THE PLATFORM.

AWFUL ACCIDENT.

Collision Between Two Trains in 
a New York Tunnel. 
snsnniediuiidailiacadicati 
Five Persons Killed and Many Seriously 
Injured,

NEw YORK, September 22.—Two trains 
telescoped in the railway tunnel at Eighty- 
sixth Street this morning. Five persons are 
reported killed, and several are reported stil] 
under the trains. Ali the police ambulances 
have been ordered to the scene. 

LATER DETAILS. 

NEW YORK, September 22.—As near as 
can be ascertained at present four persons 
were killed and nineteen badly injured. The 
names of the dead and injured have not yet 
been ascertained. Itis claimed that the ac- 
cident was the result of gross mismanage- 
ment. The locomotive onthe main line of 
the Hudson River broke its driving-wheel at 
123rd street and blocked the track. In conse- 
quence of this the New Haven train that ar- 
rived near by switched on the south-bound 
side track. The 7:53 o’clock train from Mt. 
Vernon was fully 35 minutes late, when it 
reached Eighty-sixth Street Station. It had 
made frequent stops and backed 
out anid in: of the tunnel 
and exploded signal torpedoes on the track. 
It had hardly been a minute: at Eighty-sixth 
street station when a rumbie was heard be- 
hind it. In an instant a crash and screams 
of scared men and women were heard. The 
engineer of the Harlem local was injured 
Two rear cars of the six composing the New 
Haven train were telescoped and shattered. 
It is reported that several of 
the injured persons have since 
died. Amongthe killed was Miss Eugenie 
Aubert, of Mt. Vernon, a teacher in the Nor- 
mal School. Among the additional injured 
are Miss Hitchcock, of Morrisiana, also a 
teacher inthe Normal School. Two Misses 
Bennett are slightly hurt, and Geo. Rrinck- 
erhboff has received severe injuries of the 
head and neck. 

The police and firemen immediately set to 
work to rescue the injured and succeeded in 
getting out five men and two women, One 
of the latter expired soon after being extri- 


cated. Policeman Slattery discovered a 
woman in the debris who had fallen into the 
trench alongside of the wreck,

Word was sept to the nearest police sta- 
‘ion and ambulances were taken Lo the place, 
but so coulraucted Was tne space where the 
accident occurred that it was difficult for 
‘hose Who wentto the rescue to work with 
apy rapidity. The tiremea were also cailed 
out, spd assisted in clearing away 
the wreck 80 as to rewove 
the dead, dying and _  irjured. The

INVESTIGATION WILL BE NECESSARY 
to prove wuether he had received the signal 
thatthe track, Which be supposed was clear, 
was occupied or not.

“Our train Was 2omposed of six cars, As 
soon as possibie 1 left the 
car and groped my way on 
to the track. The darkness was £0 dense that 
it was scarcely possibie to see your hand be- 
fore your face, and it was only possibie to 
judge of the extentof the calamity by the 
shrieks and groans of the wounded. The 
tunnel was completely blocked by the wreck 
of the two cars, and the unfortunate passen- 
gers were so inextricably mixed with the 
taogle of broken iron and woodwork that 
it was equally impossible to guess 
at their number or at the extent of their in- 
juries, 1 know by past experience that these 
cars are generally weil filied, and I think it 
would be moderate to say there were at least 
100 passengers in them this morning. How 
many of them were killed or how many of 
them were injured, I can, of course, 
form no idea; but the cries 
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| were pitiful. The train is 
always filled with well-known business men, 
merchants, brokers and othere. I saw two 
ladies and a gentieman who had been injured. 
The man’s leg was bleeding badly, but the 
injuries of the women were slight. All three 
were taken to a neighboring drug store. I 
found my way as quivkly as I could on to the 
main track, and finally succeeded in discov- 
ering a policeman, to whom I gave informa- 
tion of the disaster.” 

Mrs. Eugene Aubert was teaching French 
in the Twelfth street public school. She was 
the wife of Prof. Eugere Aubert, teacher of 
French in the Normal College. Her body 
was terribly crushed and the skuli entirely 
smashed. Mrs. Aubert is the only person 
known with certainty to have been kilied 
outright. 


AN ARKANSAS TRAGEDY.

WASHINGTON, Séptember A new or 
der of things seems to be m ab appear- 


ance in rejation to immigration to the South, 
Heretofore but few of the immigrants com- 
ing to this country from Europe have gone 
to the Southern States. Census statistics re- 


cently published showed the populationof — a ; 


foreign-born citizens in the Southern States 
very small. Alabama, for instance, has, ou” 
ofa total population of 1,262,505, a foreign- 
voting population of but 5,000. Arkansas, 
with a voting population of 183,000, has but 
6,500 foreign voters. Georgia, among its 
225,000 voters, has but 6,000 foreigners, and 
Mississippi, gout of 240,000 voters, has but 
5,600 of foreign birth. The developments of the 
past few months, however, show a prospect 


of a change in this regard. Instead of the ~ : 


entire body of immigrants making a “bee 

line” for the West and Northwest as has 

hitherto been the case, quite a respectable 

minority are tending southward. The people 

of the Southern States have suddenly awas- 

ened to the fact that the North and West is 

reaping a golden harvest of willing, patient - 
labor in this tide of foreign wealth producers 

who come to this country annually, and are 

making efforts to gain their propor- 

tion of it. Texas, Missouri and 

South Carolina have 
ground in this regard. These three 

States have received during the past six 

months way eg immigrants from those 

landings in New York alone, while from 

Philadelphia and Baltimore numbers have 

gone Southward, and others have gone direct 

to the ports of those States and thence béea 

distributed in the interior. The Texas 

transpo:tation companies have of late been 

making very low rates to San Antonio and 

other parts of the State and the result has - 
been that they have gone thither in numbers, 

The South Carolina Board of Immigration 

bas also met with some success in its efforts 

to turn the tide in part that way. Of course, 

the proportion of the immigrants whe 
go South is as yet emali/, but the number 

is fincreasing. Of the 277,000 who have 

landed in New York during the past six 

monibs Illinois has received a larger number 

than any State save New York. The last men-

Meeting of the Republican Com- 
mittee of the Eighth District. 


A Caucus in the Eighteenth Ward—The

The new Republican Congressiona! 
mittee of the Eighth District met at 3 o’clock 
this afternoon at Social Turner Ha!!. H. L.

the convention to nominate a Con- 
gressiona! candidate in the district.

Dance-Houses and Disorderly Sal- 
oons to be Suppressed. 


A Police Report to Collector Hudson— 
What the Latter Says. 


The war on the disreputable saloons with 
dance-house attachments has at last been 
started. The wyproprietors of these places 
will soon find their occupation gone for 
alltime. Underthe law Collector Hudson 
is em powered to call in the 
police for information about these places. 
Chief Campbell has called for reports from 
the Captains of the various police districts, 
and they have been sent in. 
Among them is & report from 


Capt. Anton Huebler,of the Fifth or Mounted 


District,in which are the names of four 
disorderly dance-house saloons, viz., John 
Beyer’s place, on the St. Charles rock-road; 
the Mansion House, kept by S. H. Fitzwater; 


Burlew’s ‘‘iawn party’? place on Page 
avenue,and Hartmsann’s, somewnere in the 
same locality. All of these but the iast were 
written up and exposed in this paper. 
Capt. Frangel says that there are no 
disorderly places of this nature 
in. the Third District which could be 
successfully prosecuted in the police courts. 
Captains Price and McDonald aiso make re- 
ports, which are not so much 
devoted to dance-houses as to 
disorderly saloons of other classes. This work 
ix being done under direct orders from 
Vice-President Kerwin, who assured a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter lately that be would 
use ali the power the law gave him to 
break up svch places. The 
the various localities will be giad to hear tbat 
the police have at jast taken hola of the 
maiter, This was about the only 
way the matter could be _ reached. 
For instance, persons who live about Bayer’s 
place, on the rock road, started a petiiion 
against him, afterthe expose in the PosT- 
DISPATCH. ‘they worked very hard for sever- 
al days, but finally gave up the undertaking 
because they foused that Bayer owned 5s» 
much of the surrounding property that they 
could mot get sufficient signatures. 

Now, under the law, the police having re- 
poried the places as disorderly, Coilector 
Hudson is bound, if he _ follows the 
law, to refuse the keepers a iicense. 
Mr. Hudson was seentbis morning. Being 
asked about the jists obtained from the pu- 
lice, be said, “I wil! not give the uames, be- 
cause Ido not think it would be wire just 
now, I have no objection to the police yis- 
ing them to you, but | wiil not.’”’ 

“But such reports have been made to 
you?”

With Perjury—Curious Cunilies, 
Depositions bave been filedintbe Cirenit 
Court in the case of Olive against Heary L, 
Marsh. Thisisa peculiar conflict between 
man and wife. The lady states that she was 
married in Living-ton county, Il!., in April, 
S68, and that she lived with her husband 
until Nvuvember 30, 1879. During that 
i‘'me Mrs. Marsh alleges that she “conducied 
herself as a faithful, loving, obedient wife,and 
that she discha'g dall her domestic duties 
properly. In February, 1881, her husbaad 
caused to be institured in ihe St. Louis Cire 
euit Court, through ex-Gov. Thomas C. 
Fie'cher, a sult fer diverce, The 
ground alicged in the petition was 
cesertion and abardvnment. Mrs. Marsh al- 
ges tbatit was false; thatinstead of aban- 
doning her busband +be was compelied to 
leave him by the pbysical force of ber bus- 
band. Whoin addition to repeated acts of cru- 
elty fureibly ejected herfrom the house tn 
he - lutte: part of November 
1879, locked = the door and ordered 
her to leave the premises. Mrs, Morsh alleges 
tnat ver husband fraudulentiv and corruptly 
testified at the trial of the case that.ail the 
staternents in bix petition were true.* More- 
over, Mrs. Marsh alieges that her husband 
(d-c.ared that he was ares dent of this city to 
give thts court juri-diction of the case,whereas 
he alleges that be was and is a res dent of 
Jeffer on county. A cecree of divorces issued 
on the 27:(h of May, 1881, and Mrs. Marsh al- 
iewes that ib was obtained bv the practive of 
afrsud and impositien uvon the court «as 
above alleged. She aliexes that no infor- 
mation. reached ber 
vendency of her bhusband’s suit. 
her whereabouts, however, but Mrs. Marsh 
ul eges that be Was not anxious for hertobe 
notified, fearing across-biti aud motion for 
alimouy. Mr. Marsh, his wife al‘ewed, owned 
Valuabie farming propertvin Jefferson county 
worth at ‘east $20,000, shut after tbe separa- 
tiou be contritu ed nothing to the suppurt of 
his wife or chi'd Mrs. Marsh moves the 
court atthe approaching term to set aside 
‘he decree of divoree obtained by her bus- 
band, and pravs for such 
relief as the Court may think proper 
utder the circumstances. The husband was 
summoned to appear before a notary to 
tes ify in the case of bis wile, but. he at first 
dectined to be s“orp, and on'y consented 
upon threat of commitment. He gave the 
address of several purties in this city with 
“hom he bad resided to establish bis right 
ho tile eult in this court. 
He denied that he had ordered his wife to 
leave bome, and «tated that his father had 
purchased his interest in the Jefferson erunty 
vroperty,and that be was supe intendirvg it 
furhim. He was the only witness examined 
by the court at the divorce trial.

The Pubiic Lands of Texas. 

From the Gaiveston (Texas) News. Sept. 12. 

Governor Roberts urged ihe L gi-iature at 
its jast session to set apart 2,000,000 acres of 
laud for the further. enuowwenut of the State 
University, ihe iand to be designated from 
tue public debt reservation. Reviewing tbe 
purpo-es of tbe end. wment, he cited the fact 
thal the available University fund would be 
crawn upon to ald the branch «f tue univer- 
biiy for teaching agricul ure and mechanics, 
the branch for coloured youtus, and ibe 
medical branes, and for providing buildings, 
apparatus avd libraries for tbese branches 
aud the main University. He estimated, a,- 
parently, ioo, Upon an econumic basis, that 
the instiiuliou, Wiéih branches, would re- 


quire forty or ‘fifty professorships. I 
was evident that the  availubie§ fund 
was inadequaie to meet the require- 
ments of ua first-class University, hence the 
dema:id for ihe «ddttioual landed en- 
dowmeut. The Legisiature refused to ae- 


cede to the Execut:ve’s wishes. Tbe putilic 
debt reservation from which the 2,070,000 
ecres Wanted by the Goveruor for the ual 
versity were to be obtained was ieft on the 
marker, and, it is understood, is being sold in 
large quauiiti@s, with the prospect of bein: 
entirely absorbed by speculators and ranehb- 
owners before the meetivg of the next Leyis- 
laiure.’ The State Treasurer reports esle, 
of 15,000 to 20,000 acres almost dnatiy. This 
land, if worth 60 cents per acre to privae 
parties DOW, Ceriai: ¥ Voudun bave been worth 
$1 an acre to .be University fund when the 
University and branches would have been 
organized. Had the Legislature opened tne

IRISH POVERTY, 


How the Wretched Peasantry Suffer 
for English Landlords. 


From the New York Sun(Edltorial.) 


Let us examine some figures relating to 
five counties bordering on the Atlantic, viz., 
Donegal, Mayo, Galway, Clare and Kerry, 
and their extreme poverty will become paia- 
fuliy apparent, These five counties have a 
p pulation of over a million souls living upon 
158,000 holdings; yet the total acreage under 
cultivation in 1881 was only 940,000. That is 
to say the average sizeof afarm by whose 
proceeds a whole family must be supported 
did not exceed six acres, or fell short by fifty 


per vent of the minimum which 
the best authorities on Irish 
economical questions declare indis- 
pensable to the maintenance of life. 


We shouid add that out of the whole num- 
ber of holdings only 33,000, or about one- 
fifth, are rated at over $59 a year, while more 
iban 77,000, or about one-half, are rated at 
$20 and uuder. Here, then, is a great body of 
more than 750,000 souls living im the depths 
of wretchedness, and who could hardly man- 
age to subsist, even though the land they 
tilled should be made over to them as a free 
gift. It follows that, however distasteful is 
the idea of expatriation, it is simply imvos- 
sibie for a consideraoie minority of the Irish 


lenantry to remain in Ireland. The 
westera districts must remain fountains 
of emigration until their present 


population has been depleted to a fraction 
of its present volume. The rapidity of the 
outflow will be, of course, proportionate to 
the alacrity with which the requisite means 
are furnished, either by the national treas- 
ury or by friends and sympathizers in the 
more prosperous parts of Ireland orin the 
United States. The great mass of the popu- 
lation ion the five Atiantic counties mention- 
ed are actually too poor.to obtain by a sale of 
ali their small belongings the trivial sum 
needed to defray the cost of a passage across 
the ocean. That it is only the expense in- 
cident to the voyage whica keeps these peo- 
ple at home, could be easily demonstrated 
by any Irish-American philanthropist who 
would dispatebh a ship to Gaiway or West- 
port Bay, offering free passages to ali famil- 
ies who might wish to leave. 
There is another source which will continue 
to contribute to the outpour from Ireland. 
Wereferto the agricultural laborers, who 
are computed to number 500,000, as against 
600,000 tenant farmers. Here we have more 
thau a third of the pepulation of Ireland, for 
which absoiutely nothing has heretofore been 
done, and whose lot is incomparabiy abject 
and precarious. It is difficult, indeed, to see 
what cau be done for this most needy section 
of ihe people ; for although the leaders of the 
Land League have espoused their cause, and 
bave suggested that the farmers—their em- 
ployers—should guarantee to each laborer 
the possession of a cottage and a plot of 
ground, the proposition is viewed with con- 
siderable disfavor by tenants, who complain, 
with too much reason, that their holdings are 
small enough already. It wouid seem, then, 
that forthe agricultural laborers, as Cistin- 
guished from the peasant occupants, the one 
practicable selution of the Irish problem is 
emizration.

Thurlow Weed’s Reminiscences. 

From a New York Letter. 

Speaking of Lhuiiow Weed—what a proof 
of the hold he bas on the commuuity is found 
in the interest awakeued oy his recent ill- 
ness! Weed, indeed, is the most striking 
illustration of the patriotic journalist in re- 
\irement since the days of Franklin. He has 
lived ionger than the latter, who died aged 
eighty-four vears and three month, whereas 
Weed is now eighty-four years and ten 
months. Should ne live to the 15th of No- 
vember he will be plump eighty-five. His 
faculties are in good coudition, and be can 
remember public events during the past 
seventy-five years. ‘The breadth and ex- 
tent of progress during this interval has 
been of such a marvelous extent that 
it may justly challenge any similar 
period in the world’s history. When only 
cigh' be sawtne Clermont (Fulton’s first 
steamboat) move siowly up the Hudson, be- 
ing the oniy vessel of the kind then in exist- 
ence. He was twelve wheu Napoleon reached 
the summit of his power by the battle of 
Jena. He wasin service during the war of 
1812,and voted for Monroe. Twenty presiden- 
tixi elections have been held since the formas 
tion of our government, and Thurlow Weed 
has voted atsixteen of them, aod has aiso 
been mosteof this time in active political 
life. Like Franklin, he was self-educated, 
and his school was pubic service. Weed’s 
reminiscences have occupied his later years, 
avd willbe of greatinterest, as he was ac- 
quainted with a greater number gof public 
men than any other journalist.

How Some Teachers Give Their 


Lessons. 


A True Picture of a Visit to a 
School. : 


Where the Kindergartens and Primaries 
Are Weak—An Imperfect | 
System. 


The problem which Miss Dozier and her 
colaborers of the kindergarten must solve, in 
regard to supviging assistants’ positions 
with cuitivatea women instead of girls whose 
minds are immature and unformed, is one 
which has also puzzled the German kinder- 
gartners. The most important factor in its 
solution is the question of salary, which, of 
course, is decided by the School Board. 
Without euitable remuneration cap- 
abie women will not volunteer 
in enfiicient numbers to keep the schools 
supplied with teachers of the right 
sort, but instead will fit themselves for posi- 
tions in the grades or high schools, or under- 
take gome profession or braneh of trade 
which promises to become self-supporting in 
less time than the same sum could be earned 
in the kindergarteu. That the ladies who 
have done the pioneer woek in this city, and 
Aho still hold the leal as practical kinder- 
gartners, ure not satisfied to serve princi- 
pally for glory or a principle, ts evidenced by 


the pressure thev have brought to bear 
on the board to ineresse the pay of 
directors. A woman wilh the 


ability, enthusiasm and _ self-sacrifice neces- 
sary to successful ®ork in this dejartment, 
nas fivsttos end a vear in tome schoo) as 
active worker, but with no remuneration.

The revenue which the grogshops yield to 
the city was fu@py discussed some days ago. 
The figures looked large enough, and have 
been used as an argument against closing 8al- 
oons and cutting off these sources of revenue. 
The argument, however, is faulty in this way. 
The grog shops yield alarge revenue constant- 
iy. Butif it can be shown that all the revenue 
derived from these places is used in the sup 
pression or punishment of violations of law 
which are caused by drink, the argument 
loses much ofits power. If it can be further 
demonstrated that the revenueis not suffi- 
cient to do this,the friends of saloons will have 
to hunt some other ground on which to stand. 
That the latter statementis too true can be 
made very clear by a brief resume of the costa 
of running the city departments. The aggre- 
gate number of arrests in citv cases made by 
the police during the last year for which the 
Police Board has reported, was 16,212. These 
arrests have been ciassified, and in the table 
occur the following figures:

In addition to 
this there are nineteen men and one 
woman set down as arrested fer delirium tre- 
mens, which is not generaliy known to 
be an offense against the city ordinances. 
There were 173 arresis for careless driving, ot 
which it is more thun safe to say that half were 
the direct result of drinking. For disturbing 
the peace, 1,799 pe:sons were carried to the 
stations, and, of course, three -fourths of these 
were persons not intoxicated enough to come 
underthe bead of drunks, yet sufficientiv 
inebriatea to torget the law and ordinances 
made tor the preservation = of peace. 
The large number o! 2,545 persons were taken 
in by the police for using profane ana obscene 
language, and 1,445 cuses were made for va- 
grancy, botn of which are severely the 
result ot too much whisky and beer.

In Chicago it is ‘‘Jew Jake,’’ in Cin- 
cinnati ‘‘Jew John,’’ and in St. Louis tne 
business was heli by 4 man known as ‘‘Jonn 
Henry.’’ These men have had a monopoly of 
the business in St. Louis for vears, and at the 
death of every madam who has departed for 
the shining shore during the last decade one 
of these -men has come to the front 
with a mortgage on the furni- 
ture and effects of the deceased. 
For a woman who has had dealings for years 
with these men an outline of a business thut 
borders on usury was obtained. ‘‘These men 
| visit the houses and set upon some woman 
whois popular among the trequenters of the 
place and shows anack of entertaining com- 
pany. To her they propose a pian to start her 
in business for berseif, proviaed she shows 
the other necessary qualifications. 
A fallen woman's only ambition 
almost is to own a house Of her own, and the 
victim readily asseuts to the proposition, 
which puts her into the clutches of her trend, 
with but the slightest hope of ever getting 
clear. Itis not possible to sagake a case of 
usury in any of these transactions, as the 
money-lender is guided by the aivice of 
attorneys who frequeutiy lend their names to 
the papers tu shield theirclient. The most 
notorious man eugaged ia this business in So. 
Louis is now officing in a nest of attorneys in 
tne Granite Builuing with two of them in his 
pay. Il'li Outiine to you the nature of tiese 
transactions. A house is secured, or ua 
‘*‘stand,’’ as itis known in the puriance of the 
abandoned wowen, the reut paid, 
renovated and elegantly furnisacd, 
The new tenant has nothing to 
do with these arraugements. If she bas been 
ota thrifty disposition she sdvarces $500 or 
$1,000 as a clincher to the bargain. The lender 
uever Calcuiates on getting less than twenty 
tive cent on bis investment, but it is not done 
80 as to come within the scope of the law. The 
fitting and furnishing of these 
honses range bet ween 2,500 and 
$5,0°0, Now suppose the expenditure 
4mopnts to 3,000, the money fender obtains a 
frst wortgage on the house, making out the 
o-tensivle proprietress’ indebteduess to him 
$3,500, payubie. in monthly instaiments of $100 
or $200 per munth, with a special coutract for 
the payment ot one hundred per centon the 
wiiole.

hind hand in making a payment. With turee 
orfour exceptions every one of the large 
nou-es in the city bave been 
started in this Way The work 
of getting outof the clutches Of one of these 
sharks is harder than this. They visit these 
houses regu ariv to make their collections, anu 
in this way ascertai: just how good an tnvest 
ment bas been made. [f the pavments are 
prompt and the probabilities of the woman 
getting out of debt good, they soon discover 
that some of the furniture should be 
replaced with a more beautiful set, and con- 
~eguentiy more cogtiy articies. A new 
cbamber set is added tothe debt. Or else tne 
time of payment is exteuded, and by the ime 
tne last $500 of the debt is being clexred away, 
the original furniture woru and damaged, tue 
tupestryv ters nnd soiled, it is 
found necessary toreplace One half the fur- 
hishing of the hoase.

The laws of interest under whicn the police 
intend to break up these disreputable traasac- 
tions are appended: 

Section 2627. No person shall, directly or in- 
directly, take for the use or loan of money or 
other commodity, above the rates of interest 
specified in the three preceding sections, for 
ti@ forbearance or use of $100 or the vaiud 
thereof for ove year, and so after those rates for 
a greater or leas sum, or for a longer or shorter 
time, or according to those rates or propor 
tions for the loan ot dny money or commod- 


tV. 

The preceding sections ordain that when no 
rate of interest is agreed upon six per 
eent is altowed as legal inter- 
est but parties may agree in 
writing forinterest not exceeding ten per cent. 
Section 2727 says: ‘‘If any action or suit shall 
hereafter be commenced upon any bond,note, 
moitwage, specialty, agreement, contract, 
promise or assurance whatever, which 
shall be made within this State, the defendant 
may, in his answer, show that a higher 
or greater rate ofinterest than ten percent per 
anbugim was thereinor thereby agreed for, or 
received or taken; and if the answerof the de- 
fendant to any suit shail be sustained by the 
verdict of a jurv or the finding of the court,the 
court shall render judgment on such 
verdict or finding tor the real sum 
of money or price of the commodity actually 
lent, advanced or sold and interest on the 
same attue rate often per cent per annum; 
upon which judgment the court shall cause an 
orderto be made setting apart the whole 
interest for the use of the county 
ia which such snit may be brought, for the use 
of common schools, and the same when col- 
lected suali be paid over accordingly, and go 
to and form a part of the common scnool fund 
o: said county,aod the defendant May recover 
his costs.’’
